DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE SPEAKER. Kee ae 


1. The Speaker shall take the chuir at the hour a phic 
the House shall have adjourned; shall call the members fo-or- 
der, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the J onrnal 
of the preceding day ta be read. EA get 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; may ‘speak to 
points of order in preference to other members’ shall. decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House on mp- 
tion regularly seconded, and may vote in all cases. ~ 

‘3. He shall declare all votes; but if any, member dowbt 
the vote, the Speaker shall order a return of. the, House, with 
the number voting for and against, and declare the resulé.. ` 

4, He shall rise to put a question, or to address the Hopse, 
but may read sitting. 

5. When the House shall determine to go into a committed 
of the whole, the Speaker shall appoint the member who ‘shall 
take the chair. V te 

6. He shall propound all questions in the order ‘they’ werd 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature, | 
except that in filling blanks, and in assigning times for the con- 
sideration of business, the largest sum and aaa shall be

12. The Speaker shall have the right to name a member 
to perform the duties of the Chair during his absence, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment.

And no membér shall impeach the motive of any othar: miam 
bér’s vote or argument. ` 

20: If any member, in speaking, or otherwise; pecan 
the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any’ momber may 
xall‘to order, in hich ‘case the member sv called to order: shell 
immediately sit down, unless permitted. to -explein,‘and:-shs 
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Hove shall, if appealed to, decidé the case, but without debate, 
If there be no appeal, the decision of the Cliair shall be submit- 
ted to. If the dicision be in favor of the member called to or- 
der, he shall be'at liberty to proceed; if-otherwisé, and the case 
requre it, he shall be liable to the censure of the House.

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives of Wash- 
~ ington Territory: 


The close of another year having brought you together for 
the purpose of deliberating upon the welfare, and to enact laws 
for the government of the Territory, it becomes me to welcome 
you to the Capitol, and to congratulate you upon the favorable 
circumstances under which you are providentially permitted to 
assemble together. 

During the year which is now closing, the population of 
this Territory have received manifold favors from the hand of 
an overruling and ever merciful Providence—the blessings of 
health, the blessings of plenty, with all the blessings of peace 
throughout our borders. For these, and all other mercies con- 
tinually bestowed upon us, we ought, cheerfully and sincerely, 
to render unto Almighty God, the homage of our grateful hearts. 
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It would have afforded us all much pleasure if we- could 
have been able to say that peace had been fully restored 
throughout the whole of our beloved country; but unfortunately 
this intestine and devastating war, of the most wicked, cause- 
less, and inexcusable rebellion ever known in the history of man-, 
kind, against the best, most equitable and benificent Goverti- 
ment ever organized and established by wise anid good men, 
and sustained and supported by brave and patriotic citizens of 
the most enlightened and christianized population of our glorious- 
ly successful and prosperous Republic, has not'yet been closed,

At the office at Vancouver, including Homesteads, Donations 
and Pre-emptions, 42,977 acres were disposed of, 20,068 acres 
of which were sold at the ordinary rates, realizing for the benefit 
of the Government, $25,072 To. 

At the office in Olympia, the total amount of acres disposed 
of amounted to§9,269; of which 26,766 94-100 wera sold for the, 
sum of $38,887 27, including $5,378 60, the proceeds of the sales 
of the Port Angeles town property. 

At the office at Vancouver, 85 declaratory statements. have 
been filed on Pre-emption cluims ; 7 Homesteads taken, which 
amount to 11,389 57-100 acres, and 29 certifigates for Donation 
claims, embracing 11,520 acres. 

At the office in Olympia, upwards of 10 000 acres have ‘been 
located with Jand warrants; 85 Homesteads covering 13,267 92, 
and 26 Donation claims, amounting: to 9,170 87-100 have beon 
completed. 

Thus it will be seen that the amount of land entered, loca- 
ted &c., is 102,240 ‘77-100 acres, and the total amount realized by 
the Government, exclusive of fees for the sale of land in the Ter- 
ritory during the year, is $63,910.

lew, is almost entirely wanting in our Territory: Bi 

That the public good requires something to be done Th this 
inatter is evident-to all. Fn most of the counties there are no 
Jails or other places of confinement ; and nowhere in the Terri- 
tory is there a suitable and secure J a 


Tf the resources of cach county are. sufficient to erect d 
sectre Prison, there ought to be a cheep, strong and substantial 
Jail constructed at the county seat of each county, Or if owing 
to the sparseness of the population i in some of’ dur counties, this 
should be impracticable, there ought at least fo be a secate Jail 
constructed at each of the several places of holding Distiiet 
Courts, which should bé open to thé sevéral coutities. transact- 
ing business dt such Courts, and which should be built-by a = 
assessed upon the several counties in said District. 


A tax sufficient to construct these district J ails, iti is thoùght, 
would not be oppressive, and by a greater certainty of infliction 
of the penalties of the law, we might reasonably expect a dim- 
inution in erime; the saving to-thé counties in costs now incurred 
in criminal prosecutions, W Would be quite as much as the tax they 
would have to pay for the construction of these pfisotis, to say 
nothing of the other geins not tobe computed in. dollars ami] 
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cents, to be found in the general improved condition and seour 
ity of the people, arising from a propor enforcement of the laws, 
What measures will be the most efficient, is submitted to your 
wisdom; hut I earnestly nrge upon your attention, the great 
nenessity and importance of some positive action by your han 
orable bady, for the immediate correction of this glaring evil, 

T trast I shall not be considered as speaking unadvisedly, 
in paying a just tribute of respect for the very proper conduct 
of the Legislature of the last session, in its refusal to grant 
Divorces, which tended to redeem the character of the Territory 
from that obloquy which had become attached to it, by reason 
of previous Legislatures granting Divorces so readily to all, 
applicants. 

The conduct of the last session was pre-eminently just ai 
proper, in steadily refusing to grant any Divorces. And I would 
here express the earnest hopo that your honorable body will 
pursue the same course, and leave the subject of Divorces to 
the Judicial Tribunals of the Territory, where it properly be- 
longs. 

There are many affairs of importance relative to the inter- 
ests of the Territory, which might be properly represented for 
your consideration, but as you, gentlemen, have just come from 
your respective constituents, and are acquainted with their, 
wishes, and what is most likely to promote and protect their 
best interests, I do not propose to enlarge the number of recom- 
mendations at this time. 

I beg leave to assure you, it will be my earnest desire to 
co-operate with you in all the measures adopted to promote the 
welfare and prosperity of the whole population of the Territory, 
and I will be ready to furnish you at any time, with such infor- 
mation as may be in my power, should you desire it. 

Trusting that your deliberations will be marked with that 
courtesy and forbearance, which is always required in the dis- 
charge of the arduous and responsible dutics which devolve 
upon you, I would respectfully solicit your counsel and co-ope- 
sation in the promotion of such measures as shall be calculated 
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not only to promote, but to protect and secure the material 
growth and prosperity of the Territory of Washington.

REPORT OF UNIVERSITY REGENTS. 


a 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY UNIVERSITY, 
Olympia, I. T., Dec. 19th, 1864. 


To the Legislative Assembly of Washington Territory: 


In accordance with the act of the Legislature, passed Janu- 
ary 24th, 1862, directing the President of the University Re- 
gents to make an annual report, I beg leave tò submit the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The total amount of land donated to the Territory for Uni- 
versity purposes was 46,080 acres, according to the report of 
Daniel Bagley, Esq., President of Board of University Commis- 
sioners. Of this amount there has been sold 43,928 acres, which 
at $1 50 per acre brought $65,892. The cost of building and 
other incidental expenses appears to haye reduced the amount 
to $24,015. The investment of this sum, upon bond and mort- 
gage, at not less than 12 per centum per annum, creates a rev- 
enue upon which the annual or current expenses are based. 
During the two years last past there has been a gradual trans- 
mutation of this fund to the legal tender currency, but during 
the samé time the expenses of the University have been paid in 
coin or its equivalent, the effect of this, for a year past, has been 

practically to reduce the principal one-half. 

l In June last, a meeting of the Board of Regents was held 
at Seattle, and in view of the state of the fund, the Board of Re- 
gents discharged all assistant teachers, and continued the “Uni- 
yersity under the sole direction of the President, Mr. W. E. 
Barnard, A. M. At that time the pupils numbered about 42. 

The improvement of the scholars under the instruction of 
Mr. Barnard and his accomplished assistants, was observed 
with pleasure by the members of the Board at- their Visits to 
the University i in March and June, 1864, ~ 


“The Board of Regents was unable to ascertain the condi 
nl4 
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tion of the fund till last October. From oral information on th 
subject, at the meeting in March, ’64, authority was given to 
pay teachers and incur other expenses; but upon receiving in 
October a statement from Rey. D. Bagley, President of the 
Board of Commissioners, of the condition of the fund, it was as- 
certained that the revenue would not allow the payment of the 
salary of the University President for the last few months, go it 
was deferred, with the understanding that the facts should be 
reported to the Legislature, with the hope that your Hon. Body 
would devise a means by which the Regentscouldcomply withthe 
contract with Mr. President Barnard, relating to his salary, as 
also other necessary expenses, as the Board of Regents could 
not pay him from the principal of the fund; and there was such 
an amount of interest money overdue from the borrowers of the 
fund, and also some of the sums lent were unavailable, particu 
larly in the case of Mr. Thos. Chambers, who is reported by the 
former Treasurer of the fund as a debtor to a large amount; but 
Mr. Chambers claims damages for alleged failure on the part of 
the President and acting Treasurer of the Board of Regents to 
comply with the terms of the contract by which Mr. Chambers 
was to receive the sum of money borrowed by him from the 
University fund. 

The undersigned would respectfully request that the mat- 
ter of difference between the Treasurer of the fund and Mr. 
Chambers be now considered and determined; and that such 
legislation be had as will place the management of the Univer- 
ity, its lands and all its interests under one board, as that course - 
will obviate confusion, and establish responsibility, as well as to 
economy by dispensing with the expense of one Board entirely. 

Some additional legislation is needed, especially with re- 
gard to authority to institute suits at law against delinquent 
debtors, and to defray the current expenses of the’ institution 
till funds can be collected to constitute means in the Treasurers 
hands for the purpose of keeping up the instruction at the 
school. a 

In the hope that another year may seethe University upon 
a firm basis aril-selfsupporting, with means to place the pupils 
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who may be sufficiently advanced into the higher classes, and - 
so be able to receive a full collegiate course,

Mr. McAlmond, from the committee to examine and report 

upon the condition of the Territorial University, submitted the 

following report: . Ea 
Mr, SPEAKER— ` 

Your Committee of Investigation of the University of ‘the 
Territory of Washington beg leave to report: | 

Ist. That your Committee visited the said University and 
inspected the buildings, and furniture and library, and report’ 
that said buildings are in good repair, except a leakage in the 
roof of the University building. The furniture appears be of 
suficient quantity for present purposes. The library is very 
small and of little values but on the account of the low state of 
the funds of the University and the high price of books at pres- 
ent, we are of opinion the interest of the University would ‘not 
be advanced by a further expenditure for books. 

2d. Your Committee further report that they have, as far 
as possible in their limited time, investigated the financial con- 
dition of said University, and find that the books of the Com- 
missioners are not kept in a satisfactory manner, and do not 
apecifically set forth the dates of reception, the kinds of mouey, 
aud the names of the persons from whom money has been re- 
ceived; neithor do the said books show with sufficient: perspicu- 
ity the items of expenditure of moneys received by the said 
Commissioners. 

Your Committee find that there has been a committee oF 
investigation appointed to investigate the condition of the Uni- 
versity, which reported, as is found in statutes of 
page , and also the said Commissioners have rendered 
an account to the Regents of the University; but your Commit- 
tee recommend, that upon the discharge of the Commissioners, 
as hereinafter recommended, that the Regents appoint a good 
and sufficient accountant, with full power to state the accounts 
concerning said Commissioners, in which he shall slow the 
lands sold by the University, the dates and kind of money in 
which payment was made, and the party purchasing ; also, thé 
amount of lands still owned by the University, and a fall aceount 
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of moneys paid out, with each particular item for which 
has been expended, and the kind, whether coin or currency, an 
the date of payments; also, an account of the money loaned, 
specifying the amounts, the denomination of money so loaned, 
and the state of the security. That said refereo further inves 
tigate the accounts of the former Treasurer, and state his a 
counts in the same manner as in case of Commissioners, and re 
port the amount and kind of money in the treasury. The said 
referee shall, whenever he is dissatisfied or doubtful in regard 
to the correctness or equities of a claim, shall issue subpcenas 
* for witness and papers, and shall have the full power to compel 
their attendance and production that a referee of the distrigt 
court now has. 

Your Committee recommend that said referee state also 
the accounts of the Regents with the Commissioners aforesaid, 
showing the amounts paid by them for instruction and expense; 
and that the referee’s compensation for his services be for such 
reasonable term as the Board of Regents may allow. Your 
Committee further recommend, that the Regents of the Univer- 
sity be authorized by law to pay all present arreages out of the 
principal and interest in the treasury, but that the said Regents 
shall be prohibited from, in any manner, drawing from or using 
the principal of the funds of said University in any other man- 
ner, Your Committee further recommend that all moneys be- 
longing to the University be kept exclusively by the Treasurer, 
and that no part of the fund shall be paid out of said treasury, 
except by order of the Board of Regents, and that the Board of 
Regents, as well as Treasurer, shall keep an account of such or- 
ders in their official books:of account. 

Your Committee would recommend that the Board of Cow 
missioners be abolished, and that all the said Commissioners’ 
powers be conferred to the Board of Regents, as provided by 
the passage of an act for that purpose ; also, that said Board of 
Commissioners turn over to the Board of Regents all their 
official books and papers. 

Your Committee find that the funds on hand will not war- 
rant so great an outlay as has heretofore been made, and would 
recommend that the Regents, for teachors, do not pay over five 
hundred dollars coin per annum, nor other expenses further 
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than what is necessary for fuel and keeping said buildings in 
repair. 

Your Committee find the school not in a prosperous condi- 
tion, and are of opinion that the management by the President 
of the University has not been the most judicious, and recom- 

mend that the board of Regents take such steps in relation to 
teachers as will promote the best interests of the school. 


Your Committee recommend that the Regents take imme- 
diate steps to.recover debts due the University, ‘and have the 
same deposited in the treasury, and further recommend that no 
loan shall be made from the funds in coin, but that the coin ‘be- 
longing to the University be converted by the Treasurer into 
legal tender currency at its current rates, and that the same 
shall be loaned in currency. It is further recommended by 
your Committee, that the principal and interest coming into the 
treasury shall be immediately loaned at not less than at the rate 
of eighteen per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and for 
as much more as is practicable, and that the security be on 
landed estate. 

And your Committee would further recommend that in 
each obligation to the University, that the party borrowing 
money shall expressly agree that in case suit has to be brought 
ig recover the same, that he will pay at least ten per cent. addi- 
tional damage.

AN ACT CONCERNING THE INTERESTS OF THE TERRI- 
TORIAL UNIVERSITY. 


Section 1. Beit enacted by the Legislative cissembly of the 
Territory of Washington, That all laws or parts of laws hereto- 
fore enacted giving and granting power and authority over the 
interests or funds of the Territorial University to a board of 
commissioners, be and the same are hereby repealed, and the 
said board of commissioners are hereby required forthwith to 
turn over to the President of the board of Regents all books, 
records, papers and property of every description in their or 
either of their possession, and to take his receipt for the same, 


Src. 2. Hereafter all and singular the power and authority 
that has heretofore been vested in and has been exercised by 
the board of commissioners, shall vest in and of right may be 
exercised by the board of Regents. 


Sec. 3. The board of Regents are hereby authorized and 
required to pay all liabilities now outstanding against the Uni- 
versity out of any funds in the treasury; but they are hereby 
prohibited from incurring any liabilities hereafter that cannot 
be liquidated and paid out of interest money arising from a loan 
of the principal fund. 

Sec. 4. The board of Regents may, if they deem it neces- 


sary, appoint some person or persons to attend to any: business 
By 
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that the interest of the Unive-sit; in their opinion may require, 
and such person or persons so appointed are hereby empowered, 
to administer ouths, and are hereby clothed with power and au- 
thority to bring any books, records and persons before him or 
them thatsmay be deemed necessary, and for enforcement of 
such right, may deal summarily as for contempt, with any per- 
son who shall refuse to comply with a demand made in accord- 
ance with the provisions hereof, and may have and exercise 
such further power and authority as the district court now “has 
to enforce its orders. 

Sec. 5. The board of Regents may make such an allow- 
ance to any person or persons who shall perform services as 
provided in the preceding section, as they may deem just and 
reasonable, which allowance shall be paid from the interest of 
the University fund. 

Sec. 6. The board of Regents are hereby authorized to 
deduct from amount due by T. M. Chambers,as appears of record, 
to the University fund, the sum of three hundred and seventy- 
five dollars and twenty-one cents, that amount ($375 21) being 
shown by the record more than is actually due from Mr. Cham- 
bers to the fund. 

Sec. 7. Any person or persons who, under the provisions 
of the fourth section of this act, shall perform any service, shall 
make a full and complete report of his or their doings to the 
secretary of the board of Regents immediately upon completing 
the same, and a copy of such report, together with the action of 
the board of Regents upon such report, shall be made and- for- 
warded to the next annual session of the Legislative Assembly 
of Washington Territory. ;

The Committee on Territorial Library would respectfully 
submit the following : 


They have examined and counted the books of the Territo- 
rial Library, and find 4,387 volumes bound in leather, cloth and 
paper; 21 volumes of bound newspapers and atlases; 344 pam- 
phiets; 39 copies of Council and House Journals of Washington 
Territory, and 21 copies of Session Laws of Washington Terri- 
tory; also a bundle of Governor’s messages and a few charts 
making in all (omitting thé messages and charts) 4,814 volumes, 


The report of Mr. J. P. Judson, Librarian, dated December 
18, 1864, represents that the Library contains 4,904 volumes. 
The difference between his report and your Committee shows & 
deficit of ninety volumes. There appears to be 86 volumes 
loaned out, as per record of Mr. Judson, which if returned will 
reduce his deficit 54 volumes. 

The report of Mr. J. C. Head, Librarian, dated Jan. 4th, 
1864, represents that there were in the Library at that time 
6,000 volumes; but the report of the Joint Committee appoint- 
ed to examine into the condition of tha Library, dated January 
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95, 1864, as per Council Ji ournal, shows the number of books 
then found (including 115 volumes out,as charged on Librarian’s- 
record), to be 4,896, thus exhibiting an error in his report, and 
showing a deficit of 1,104 volumes; to this number add 90 vol- 
umes shott from Mr. Judson’s report, and there appears a total 
deficit of 1194 volumes. 

The Committee are informed that a large number of the 
most valuable books belonging to the Library are missing fr om 
its shelves. 

This state of facts indicates that the Library, instead of in- 
creasing from year to year as it should, is continually decreasing, 
and unless Some more stringent rules are adopted for its protec- 
tion and preservation, not many years of this wasting process 
will be required for its utter extinguishment. : 

Therefore your committee are constrained to charge a 
neglect of duty somewhere, on the part of Librarians. The law 
prescribing the duty of Librarian has not been complied with. 
Sufficient reports ] have not been made to the Legislative Assem- 
bly; the Library ‘has not been kept open during the hours pre- 
scribed by law; a statement of the expenses, fines and forfeits 
ures imposed and paid, have not been made. 

~- While your committee are not disposed to unjustly censure 
any one, but would exercise leniency towards a Librarian who 
may at times—through a spirit of kindness and accommodation 
-deviate from his strict line of duty, yet for the protection of 
the public property, we are compelled to call the attention of. 
the Librarian to the law defining his duties, and demand that he 
comply with its provisions. And we call his attention, and rec- 
ommend that he take steps to procure as many as possible of 
the missing books; that he properly classify the books upon the’ 
shelvés, and separate all sheets of paper, messages, journals and 
session laws of this Territory ina department by themselves, 
and not render an account of such as volumes of the Library; 
that he allow no person (except upon very necessary otcasions), 
to have access to the Library unless he or his deputy be pres- 
ent, atid that all books -taken out be charged by their titles to 
the përson sò taking them, and that all wilful delinquents be 
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vigorously prosecuted. Finally, that he exercise the powers 
given him by the statute for the preservation of this valuable 
Library.

To the Legislative Assembly of Washington Territory: 

GENTLEMEN—On the evening of the 24th of December, 1864, 
I received from your Honorable Body an act, passed by the 
Council on December 20th, and by the House of Representa- 
tives on December 22d, 1864, entitled “An act defining the 
boundary line of Pierce county.” The preamble of said act is 
in the following words and figures: i 

t Whereas, in the year 1859 the Legislative Assembly of 
Washington Territory passed an ‘act defining the boundary 
line of Pierce county;’ and whereas, the act as introduced has 
been lost, and is not to be found in the Secretary's office; and it 
is believed that the same was not correctly enrolled and printed, 
but if correctly done, would have read and meant as by the fol- 
lowing provisions will appear.” Then follows your present act. 

Respecting the foregoing preamble, I beg leave to state, 
that the original bill for said act, as introduced, having been 
lost, burned, misplaced, stolen or destroyed, so that it cannot 
now be found in the Secretary’s office, that circumstance will 
not and cannot invalidate, annul, or In any way injure or de- 
stroy, the full force of the legality and binding efficacy and obli- 
gations of the law that was passed by the Legislative Assembly, 
and by them printed and published in the volume of the laws 
of Washington Territory in the year 1859. Now nearly six 


a 
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years that law has remained on the statute book as the law of 
the Territory, fixedly establishing the boundary line between 
the northern end of Pierce county and the southern end of King 
county, and all the citizens, land-owners and tax payers of both 
of said counties of Pierce and King have hitherto been well con- 
tented with their boundary line. Besides, if the bill as first in- 
troduced has bi en lost and cannot be found, as the said pream- 
ble avers and sets forth, pray how can any man assert how it 
would have read, or what the bill as introdu¢ed would have 
meant, until the same be found? How can any man or any hon- 
orable body of men assume the omnipotent power, or the ‘brfnfis- 
cient knowledge of asserting how a bill, passed by the Legisla- 
ture six years since, would read, or what it would mean now, 
while it is lost and cannot be found. l 

In the volume of laws, passed by the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Washington at the sixth regular session, be- 
gun and held at Olympia, December 6th, 1858, all of which wére 
printed and published, as the law directs, and distributed amongst 
the population of every county, on the 59th page of said volume 
stand the law referred to in the preamble of the new act now 
under consideration, as follows: ; 


AN ACT DEFINING THE BOUNDARY LINE OF PIFRCE 
COUNTY. l 

` Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Washington, That the boundary line of Pierce county 
shall be bounded as follows: Commencing at a point in the 
middle of the channel of Puget Sound, opposite the mouth of 
the Nisqually river; thence westerly along the middle of the 
main channel of Puget Sound to a point opposite Case’s Inlet; 
thence north along the main channel to the head of said Inlet; 
thence due north to the line of township 22 north range 1 west; 
thence due east to the middle of the channel of Culver’s Pas: 
sage; thence south along the middle of said passage and the 
middle of the main channel of Commencement Bay to a point on 
the 5th Standard Parallel; thence due west to the middle of the 
channel of White river to the summit of the mountains in the 
Natchez Pass; thence south along the summit of said mountains 
io the head waters of the Nisqually river to the place of begin- 
ning. . 
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Sec. 2. All acts or parts of act conflicting with this a 
are hereby repealed. 
Passed January 29, 1859. 


For the purpose of ascertaining and more clearly under 
standing the purpose and intention of the Legislature at the 
time of the passage of foregoing law, passed expressly, as the 
title thereof declares and sets forth, for “ defining the boundary 
line of Pierce county,” it will be necessary to examine the jour. 
nal of the House of Representatives of the date of January 19, 
1859, page 162, when House bill 40, “an act defining the bomn. 
dary lines of Pierce county,” was read a second time, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Chapman, was referred to a select committee of five, 
The Speaker appointed Messrs. Chapman, Lewis, Weed, Hen- 
ness and Rutledge said committee. 


On Monday, January 24, 1859, pages 185 and 186, Mr. 
Chapman, chairman of the committee to whom was referred 
House bill 40, made the following report:

“The bill was considered engrossed, read third time, pass- 
ed and title agreed to.” 

In the House journal, Monday, Jan. 31, 1859, page 223, ap- 
pears the following: 

“Message from the Council : 

“Mr, Speaker—I am instructed by the Council to inform 
the House of the introduction of C. B. 31, an act to provide for 
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the appointment of a board of commissioners.to prepare, revise 
and compile a code of.Jaws for Washington Territory. 

« Also the introduction of O. B. 32, an act appointing pros: 
ecuting attorneys for the first and third judicial districts. 

“Also the passage of House bill 40, an act defining the 
boundary line of Pierce county.” 


The foregoing extracts from the House journal for January, 
1859, clearly and unequivocally proves that both the House of 
Representatives and the Council passed the “act defining the 
boundary lines of Pierce county,” adopting the amendment con- 
tained in the report of the committee made by their ere 
J. M. Chapman, as follows: 

"Insert in eighth line, so as to read ‘ thence due east tò the 
middle of the channel of White river; thence wp said river té 
the summit of the Cascade mountains in the Nachess Pass.” 

The present new act passed by the Council on December 
20th, and by the House on December 22, 1864, entirely changes 
the whole length of the northern boundary line of Pierce coun- 
ty, improperly taking from King county the whole of White 
river above its junction with Stuck river, and taking by legal 
force a large district of valuable territory across the whole 
width of the south end of King county, and adding the whole of 
said region of territory, including many farms and a respecta- 
ble population, to the north end of Pierce county, without any 
shadow of proof that any portion of the honest population of 
Pierce county have ever expressed their desire to deprive King 
county of one acre of her soil situated on the north side of the ` 
boundary line which has been fixed by the Territorial law, and 
established by the mutual acquiescence and usages of the whole 
population of both the counties of Pierce and King for nearly 
six years last past, without any person objecting.to the 5th 
standard parallel until it strikes White river, and thence up said 
river to the Cascade mountains at the Nachess Pass, being the 
true and legal boundary line between said two counties. 


I would respectfully recommend your honorable body to so 
amend the said old law of January 29, 1859, so as to change and 
strike out the word “west,” in the ninth line of the said act, as 
it stands in the printed laws, and in lieu of “west” insert “east,” 
as the Journal of the House, hereinbefore quoted, fairly and 


positively prove the law was really passed, as amended by the 

said committee, notwithstanding by some accidental neglect or 

misprint, the said amendment of the committee has not beep 
printed in the law; for by your honorable body making the 
change of that one word “west,” and inserting “east,” the pub. 
lic and private peace, friendship, harmony and: good will, which 
has always heretofore existed between the whole population of 
those two thriving counties in a marked and pre-eminently dis 
tinguished manner, and all that neighborly good will so univer, 
sally entertained by all the early’setilers of every new country, 
will be handed down from generation to generation, and the 
whole of the present, and the next following gencrations of King 
and Pierce counties, will bless your names and your memories 
for such benevolent legislation, as will preserve and perpetuate 
all their past memories of gone-by days, of their mutual prive 
tions and mutual endurance of hardships, for the mutual protec 
tion of the lives and property of themselves and their families. 

But to pass the bill presented for my .consideration, would 
in fact be violently taking a large and valuable region of terri 
tory from King county and giving it to and adding it to Pierce; 
and by taking all that region of land from the population of 
King county, heart burnings will follow, with all the conscious- 
ness of having been wronged, deprived and legally robbed of 
one of the most valuable portions of King eounty, across the 
whole south end of their territory, including White river, while 
at the same time the honest and praiseworthy population through- 
out Pierce county neither ask it nor desire it from your bonora- 
ble body. 

Entertaining these views and opinions of the illegality, in- 
expediency, as well as the great wrong this new act defining 
the boundary line of Pierce county would inflict upon the peace 
and dignity, as well as upon the interests of the whole popula- 
tion of King county, I beg leave to inform your honorable body 
that as I cannot approve, therefore I cannot sign the said act, 


and respectfully return it to your good care and deliberate con- 
sideration.

GENTLEMEN: In the afternoon of the 4th inst., I received 
from your honorable body, by James Tilton, Esq., Chief Clerk, 
“ An act to incorporate the Skaget River Log-driving Company, 
for the purpose of removing obstructions to driving or floating 
logs down the Skagit River.”

The said company shall, within twelve months 
after the passage of this act, commence clearing the channel of: 
said river of drift-wood and other obstructions to floating or 
driving logs or timber down the same; and shall, within six 
years after the passage of this act, have the channel of said 
river so improved, from the mouth thence up said Skaget river, 
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to the forks of Sakumehu, so as to allow logs and timber to bg 
floated or drived down said river to tide water.” 


The 3d section provides as follows: 

“Sec. 8. That on said company complying with the fore 
going provisions of this act, they shall have the right, and are 
hereby empowered and authorized to charge and collect from 
any person or persons driving or floating logs or timber down 
said river, any sum they may deem reasonable, not to exceed ` 
seventy-five cents per thousand feet, and to detain any logs or 
timber floating down said river until such charges are paid.” 


But the 4th section entirely sets aside, dispenses with, rend- 
ers useless, null and void all the provisions of the 3d section, 
which apparently requires said Fowler and Jones to do and per. 
form all the provisions contained and set forth in the 2d section 
of said act, viz:- To begin and finish the clearing out the drift- 
wood, &c., out of said channel, from the mouth of said river up 
to the forks of Sakumehn, before they could be authorized to 
build and maintain booms, and collect seventy-five cents per 
thousand feet upon all logs or timbers floated down said river. 
But instead of their being required to clear out the drift-wood 
and other obstructions to floating logs and timber down said 
river, before they could collect the enormously high rate of sev- 
enty-five cents per thousand feet, &c., the said 4th section au- 
thorizes said company to go to work at any moment they may 
choose, immediately after the passage of this act, and build and 
maintain their booms to catch all logs and timber floated or 
driven down said river, and collect seventy-five cents per thous- 
and feet as toll, or black-mail, upon all logs or timber they can 
catch in their booms. All this they can do before they are 
required to remove any drift-wood out of the channel of said 
river, as said Sec. 4th sets forth and declares in the following 
words: 

“Src. 4. Said company shall, whenever they may deem it 
necessary, have the right to build and maintain such boom or 
booms as may be required to catch and collect all logs or timber 
floated or driven down said river; and all persons driving logs 
or timber to said booms shall, within a reasonable time after 
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notice, pay the charges upon them and take them away, în con- 
formity to such regulations as said company may establish.” 

It is a well settled principle of law, and it is the established 
rule of courts, that whenever two or more sections in any law 
conflict with each other, the last séction bearing upon said con- 
flicting provisions always rules and prevails as completely as if 
the conflicting parts of the previous sections had been specially 
repealed, or as if they had not been in said law; therefore the 
4th section is the only prevailing authority in this act directing 
and authorizing the time when said Fowler and Jones may build 
and maintain their booms at the mouth of Skagit river and collect 
seventy-five cents per thousand feet upon all logs or timber that 
may float down said river into their booms. 

Thus the said company are permitted and authorized by _ 
the provisions of the 4th section to select and choose.the very. 
moment of time when they may deem it necessary, to build and 
maintain said booms and collect said seventy-five cents upon 
every thousand feet of logs or timber that all persons may here- ` 
after float down said Skagit river. 

The 6th section enacts as follows : 

“Src, 6, The said E. S. Fowler, C. H. Jones, their associ- 
ates or assigns, shall remain in the exclusive enjoyment of this 
franchise for the term of twenty years from and after the pas- 

~ sagê of this act. 

“Sec. 7. This act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.” 

The-Skagit river is said to drain upwards of fifty miles in 
Jength along the west side of the Cascade mountains; it rises 
within the southern borders of British Columbia, running south- 
ward it crosses our northern boundary line and enters the Uni- 
ted States possessions near the north-east corner of Whatcom 
county, running thence in south-westerly course diagonally across 
the central part of Whatcom county, and its mouth empties into 
tide water near the south-west corner of said county. 

Steamboats navigate in tide water for six miles up said 
river from its mouth to the drift. It is said by persons who 
have been up it, to be navigable for floating logs and timber for 
upwards of sixty miles above the drift without any obstruc- 
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tions, and logs can be floated for many miles down each of its 
numerous branches which run into both sides of Skagit river, 


It is believed the whole length of the main river, together 
with the length of its numerous branches, will afford navigable 
water for floating logs for upwards of one hundred miles; the 
whole length of said river and its branches running through 
and draining the largest and most heavily timbered country in 
the world. Large portions of the soil of the Skagit river valley 
and the region of country through which said river runs, has 
been reported to be well adapted to agricultural purposes. 

But the tremendous amount and extent of this anti-demo- 
cratic exclusiveness of the monopoly granted by this act to the 
said E. S. Fowler and the said C. H. Jones for twenty years, 
can only be understood by carefully examining the above stated 
fact, that for upwards of one hundred miles in length, along the 
said Skagit river and its numerous branches, may and can be 
floated down to the tide water all the timber, saw-logs, spars and 
piles, for the distance of two miles in width, on both sides of 
the said river and its numerous branches, all the useful and val- 
uable timber now growing upon upwards of four hundred sec- 
tions of land; and many persons reckon that upon a general 
average of reasonably good timber, each section will yield at 
least twenty millions of feet, making the amount of timber that 
may be floated down said river reach the enormous mountain 
pile of logs, and all other sorts of timber now standing ready to 
be floated into the booms of Messrs. E. S. Fower and C. H. 
Jones, of fully eight billions of feet; and this act enabling the 
said company to collect seventy-five cents per thousand feet of 
all logs and timber, will yield to them the unexpectedly large 
sum of six millions of dollars, should that river and its branches 
be stripped of the valuable timber within the next twenty years 
and floated down said river into their booms, as provided by 
this act. 


Besides the consideration that fifteen cents per thousand 
feet is the highest price now paid to the United States Govern- 
ment, as the stumpage rate for all timber cut and taken from 
the public lands, being only one-fifth the money authorized, 
granted and given by this act to the said company for putting 
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their booms ' os saiđ Skagit rivér, they are authorized and: 
empowered to collect upon all the timber hereafter to be floated’ 
down said river into their booms during the whole of the next 
twenty years—their charge being fully five times more than the 
present standard value’ and market price at which all timber 
now growing upon public’ lands can be purchased and obtained 
for; aud all the lands and timber growing thereon, on both sides 
of said river and all its numerous eae now ae ta the 
Dated States Government. -+ : ‘ ae 


` No part of the population ‘of Whatcom canis ‘Rate ever 
yet sent any petition, or exhibited or made known in any ‘way, 
that they wished or desired that such an extraordinaty anti- 
democratic monopoly should be fixed upon the most Copier and: 
most valuable part of their county. 


But on the contrary, the Hon. Mr. Eldridge, Representative 
from Whatcom county, has entered his solemn protest against 
said act upon the journals of the House of Representatives, on 
the ground that the entire population of said county are op: 

posed to said act, because it will work a serious and grievous 
injury to the present and future welfare and prosperity of said 
county, by saddling and fixing a tariff rate of duty upon ‘all the 
timber that may be floated down the ‘Skagit’ river and its tribu-

By order of the hoard of county Commissioners, I write you 
the following lines and inclose the request of the people of this 
county, as expressed through the chairman of the board. 

Owing to the resignation of Isaac L. Tobey, our Repre- 
sentative elect, and the non-arrival of the writ of election jn 
time for the election, Stevens county will be unrepresented in 
the Legislature this winter; and taking all things into consider. 
ation, I think this better than to be represented by one who 
would not do us much honor, and would, I think, do us some 
harm. 

I would draw your attention to some things which you ur 
doubtedly are not aware uf, or they would long ere this have 
been rectified. There seems to be a fatality connected with us 
up here. <All the communications addressed to the officials at 
Olympia seem to meet the same fate, either contemp} or mis- 
carriage, at any rate no answers. I myself as county auditor 
have written several times on business, but no answer. 


The Commissioners have ordered me to write to you the 
following, requesting you to use vour influence in our behalf: 
The people of this county wish that the District Court be re-es- 
tablished here in our midst. The expense of sending the jury- 
men down to Walla-walla amounts to the sameas holding the 
Court up here would, and if any felons must go as well, the ex- 
pense is very great. There will undoubtedly be cases for the 
next term in this county. There has already been one murder 
committed by one of the soldiers, who will undoubtedly be turn- 
ed over to the civil law; and besides all this, the moral effect of 
the knowledge that at any rate there will a Court hold its sit- 
ting in this place that has jurisdiction over all crimes, will save 
us much trouble and danger. 

At present there is neither notary public, commissioner of 
deeds or any other officer that can take the necessary oaths for 
naturalization or powers of attorney. 

Anothe thing that I would draw your attention to, is the 
utter want of the necessary books, maps, &c., that are always 


> 
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sent to the county officials. There is not, and never has been 
any complete file of the Legislative enactments sent to the coun- 
ty, They are very much needed in the auditor’s office as books 
reference. We have never received the enactments of the 
Legislature in time to act by them. The only thing that we 
should be informed on in particular, that of taxation, has invari- 
ably came after the assessment has been made for the year, so 
that any especial tax must either be assessed again or not col- 
lected. This brings us behind, and we are to blame. Our last 
remittance last May, for 1868, of $138 00, has not been credited 
us in the Treasurer’s report. 

Our Probate Judge elected this year has received no com- 
mission from Olympia; and in fact all the communications re- 
ceived from there here are demands for money, and a statement 
that we are $3255 00 behind with the Territory. There is now 
some $900 00 in the county treasury belonging to the Territory, 
and there has been paid out, by order of Judge Oliphant, some 
$600 00. 

I would draw your attention to the inconvenience that this 
county is subjected by that provision in the license act requiring 
any person to get two-thirds of the voters in his precinct to 
sign the petition for a license. This county is so large, and the 
precincts so large also, that it would take a week’s hard riding 
to the person wishing to retail liquor to get the required 
names on his paper. We would ask an exemption from this. 

We would also ask that the Sheriff of this county should 
have the authority to collect the Chinese police tax in Ferguson 
county. The reason is this: Stevens county extends down the 
Columbia on both sides to the mouth of the Wynatchey, and 
then on the east side to Snake river. On the Sheriff going 
down this fall to collect this tax, all the Chinamen located below 
the Wynatchey and on the east side of the Columbia, moved 
over into Ferguson county, and the Sheriff could not collect any 
thing from them, and thus some $1200 gross revenue has been 
lost to this county and the Territory, whereas if our Sheriff 
could be empowered to collect on the west side of the Columbia 
as well as the east, they could not escape him. The Sheriff has 
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to go down two hundred miles for one side of the river, and he 
could collect on both sides as well as one. The tax was not 
collected from a great many for this reason by any one thig 
year. I know that the Territory needs all the money that she 
can receive, and she has lost, I think, fully one thousand dollars 
by this this year. This can all be regulated in time for the 
next collection. I think that the Territory will nett fully 
$2500 next year if this power be granted to our Sheriff. 

I do not know if you are the proper person to address on 
these matters, but Dr. Tobey tells me that I am sure of an an 
swer from you, if nothing else. 

Hoping that I may hear from you soon, I remain yours to 
command.

EXECUgIVE OFFICE, 
Olympia, IV. T., January 16, 1865. } 
To the Hon. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN—On the 12th day of January, 1865, I received 
from the Hon. Council an act for establishing compulsory plot- 
age over all the navigable waters of the Straits of Fuca and 
Puget Sound. 

Respecting said act, I beg leave to state that in the history 
of our Territorial legislation, I find there have been repeated 
efforts made to establish a system of pilotage on all the waters 
of said Straits and said Sound, which have always, until the 
present session, been successfully opposed by the majority of 
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ship owners, commercial men, and by the farming and industrial 
population of the Territory, upon the general plea that it was 
imposing a useless, unnecessary and uncalled for tax upon the 
commerce of Washington Territory, for the well known and 
universally admitted reason that no similar body of land-locked, 
and therefore safe and secure extent of deep water for all navi- 
gable purposes, has ever yet been found to exist in any part of 
the world, where fewer of the dangers and difficulties incident 
to navigation are any where to be found. If this view is cor- 
rect, why should we impose this extra burthen, cost and tax 
upon the commerce and upon the population of our Territory ? 

For altho’ the large amount of pilot fees would be paid in 
the first instance by all the ship owners, and by all the mer- 
chants, yet in the end the whole amount of the large sums of 
money that would be extorted for pilot fees, with unerring cer- 
tainty would all have to be paid out of the pockets of the labor- 
ing population, who are the real producers and the real con- 
sumers. 

Entertaining these views, I cannot conscientiously approve 
of said act, and therefore return the bill to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where it originated.

GENTLEMEN—By the hands of James Tilton, Esq. Secretary 
of the Council, I have received an act of Assembly entitled 
“An act in relation to roads and highways ii Thurston county.” 
There are objections to the bill in its present shape which pre- 
vent me from approving said bill, but which you alone have the 
power to remove. 


The Ist Section of this bill modifies and alters a general law, 
increasing the poll tax for road purposes to eight dollars, by 
amending Sec. 1, Article 3d, of the act ta provide for the assess- - 
ing and collecting of Territorial revenue,.passed January 29, 
1864, so as to read " that a poll tax of eight dollars for road pur- 
poses shall be collected from every person liable to perform 
labor upon-the public roads.” The necessity for good roads and 
a sufficient fund to work the same, would incline me to favor 
sucha provision, and did the act stop here, it would meet with 
no objection. 


But Sec. 2 declares the act inoperative except in Thurston 
county. What is the effect of the said section? The first Sec. 
becoming the law, the poll tax for road purposes is raised to $8 
throughout the Territory. A power alone to collect such poll 
tax in Thurston county does not reinstate a poll tax of any 
amount in other counties. .I cannot therefore approve a bill 
which abolishes the collection of poll road tax throughout the 
Territory, obviously for the only purpose of increasing poll road 
tax in one county. 

Again, the Organic act prescribes that a bill shall have but 
one object, and that clearly expressed in its title. From the 
title of this bill its object is clearly intended to increase the poll 
tax in Thurston county to eight dollars; its palpable effect to 
defeat the collection of poll road tax in all other counties, which 
effcct, can in no manner be inferred from its title. 
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For these reasons, the bill before me in its present shape ' 
cannot become a law by my approval, and very respectfully Į 
herewith return it to the Hon. House of Representatives, in 
which it originated, with these my sincerely entertained objec. 
tions.

Message from His Excellency Acting-Governor Evans : 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, WASHINGTON TERRITORY, 
Olympia, January 19, 1865. } 
To the Hon. Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Washington: 

Feiiow-Orrizens—aA bill has been placed in my hands for 
approval, entitled “ An act relating to Probate Courts and their 
jurisdiction,” which confers upon the various Probate Courts of 
the Territory exclusive jurisdiction to try all suits for claims 
‘against the estates of deceased persons, subject to an appeal to 
the District Court. 

The Probate practice act now in force is very specie in 
regulating the manner of presentation and allowance of such 
claims. It authorizes a trial by arbitration where the parties 
agree to such mode of settlement, and seems to be foll and com- 
plete in the remedies it affords to clatmants against estates. If 
an administrator and Probate Court allow a claim, all the relief 
sought is attained without a necessity for an additional act. If 
the Probate Judge rejects-a claim, will not a party naturally seek 
a Court composed of a Judge whose mind is yet to be made up? 

Another difficulty presents itself. How are pending suits 
against parties who die in the progress of trial to be disposed 
of? The civil practice act declares such actions shall not abate, 
yet the act before me asserts that exclusive jurisdiction to try 
such suit shall be in the Probate Court. 

Again, a trial in the Probate Court subject.to an appeal to 
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the District Court involves, almost to‘a certainty, the nevessity 
for two trials of the same subject matter, thereby seriously in- 
creasing costs of litigation,—surely a matter to be avoided in 
settling an estate of a decedent, where the interests of the wid: 
ow and orphan are dependent upon the result. 

Another grave objection is found in the fact that: while 
jurisdiction is conferred by the bill, no forms of practice are 
provided, and such a deficiency must entail-confusion upon our 
probate system, which, in the present state of our counties, 
should be carefully avoided. 

Unable to reconcile ies difficulties, I respectfully decline 
to approve the said bill, and herewith return it to the House in 
which it originated, with my objections thereto.
